stoppages. 

The orders for the return of the 
. dues whose production hod been 
Impaired stated that their federal 
operating managers submitted evl- 
to Ickes showing that produc- 
ityclcncy prevailing prior to 
May 1, when the eQvemment took 
possession of the mines, had been 
restored. 

In tho case of the other mines 
which were .released, ickes said the 
managers submitted evidence show- 
ing that' production had net been 
interrupted by work stoppages since 
April 30."

QUEBEC, Aug. 23 (VP)— Tho arrival of Secretary of the 
Navy Knox and an announcement that Sir William Glasgow, 
Australian high commissioner in Canadn, would follow indi- 
cated today that tho Quebec wnr conference was aiming hefty 
new blows at Japan. 

There was good reason to believe that the allied high com-

Knox came in from Wash- 
ington by plnne late this mor- 
ning and was. to dine with 
President Roosevelt and 
Primo Minister Churchill of 
Britain tonight.

T. V. Soong, Chinese minister, 
who flew up from Washington yes- 
terday, went to Quebec's massive old 
dude! in the forenoon for confer- 
ences with Uie president lasting 
tlirough lunch. 

While Churchill and Prime Min- 
ister W. L. MacKcnxic King ol Can- 
ada orranEcd a mid-day drive 
through the streets of Quebec, with 
a stop at city hall so the people 
could sco liicm, Mr. Roosevelt was 
hoping to find time to get in more 
licks on the address he will make in 
Ottawa Wednesday. 

His speech Is expected to stress 
friendly Canadian-American .rela- 
tions and touch on JhW tjoatErtice 
here only in the rac^gjeheJal -Way.'

Aug. 13 was 47 per cent less than 
during the corresponding period of 
Htt, the council said. . 

Normally, cattle li shipped from 
western ranges to m!d western feed 
lots, fattened and sent to market 
for slaughter In a continuous How 
to provide a year-round supply. . 

"But a continuation of present 
condition!, Unless speedily correct- 
ed, will ffiran that beef will become 
a seasonal crop, in great degree/ 
the council said.

The presence of a powerful 
lean fleet In the Aleutians, which 
threatens the northern approaches 
to Japan, It Is hoped, will lure 
the Japanese home fleet out to bat- 
tic. The enemy's hams Heel, be- 
lieved to contain the most modem 
warships In ths Japanese navy, has 
never ventured out. 

An intensification of the already 
hlsWy-succecsful submarine- war 
agolrtst Jo pan also was foreseen as 
the result ot the rcoceupatlon of 
Ktslco, Tht Japanese had establish- 
ed a submarine base there. It now 
provides American submarines with 
their closest base to tlie main 
Japanese Islands.

AMIRJCA'S flfTH FREEDOM IS FftEI INTERPKI81 
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WAR BABIES 

Our participation in the war thus far has 
brought about a considerable increase In both 
the marriage rate and the birth rate. When 
tho records arc complote 1042 will show close 
to 3,000,000 births, an all-time high, and 1043 
Is doing pretty well. 

This, unfortunately, Is going to stop, and 
very soon. How far the reaction will go Is 
difficult to foresee. William Fielding Ogburn 
committee, "War, Babies and the Future," 
it. a monograph for the public affairs 
points out that by 1019 World war I had 
caused a 10 per cent drop in births, although 
only 2,000,000 men ever got overseas and little 
more than double that number were In uni- 
form. We now- have more than 8,000,000 lr 
servlee and are 'working toward a goal of 11,- 
000,000. Already as many are overseas ss the 
total in World war I, ana It Is to be expected 
that easily 4,000,000 may go before peace- Is 
restored. 

So, beginning soon and continuing as long 
as wo maintain armies across the oceans and 
a mammoth navy on the seven seas, the new 
generation Is going to be way below normal 
In size if not In quality. Professor Ogburn 
believes that the quality of the racial stock 
will not be affected. He Is a leading sociolo- 
gist and probably knows. Many will continue 
to fear, however, that with the best of Amer- 
ica's young manhood away from home, wo 
con hardly expect as good babies as usual, 
on the average. 

About 104C or 1950 we shall begin to notice 
the effects of this war-born depression In 
babies. There will be less children In the 
schools. About 19G0, unless there Is a shift 
In educational habits, the colleges will find 
their classes smaller. Beginning then, and 
for tho next five years— how long must de- 
pend upon tho time It takes us to whip Hitler 
and To jo, and the manpower It costs us— in- 
dustry and trade will be affected by tho fall- 
ing off In new recruits. ■ 

History, as reported by Professor Ogburn, 
Indicates that this drop In births never will 
bo completely compensated for. When the 
men In service return— some to brides they 
loft behind and others to sweethearts who 
arcrwaitlng to become brides — there will be a 
spurt to more than the normal birth rate. 
But It will not overtake the lag that Is about 
to set in. 

And, as a thought, If this is the discourag- 
ing picture for the United States, what does 
the continent of Europe have to look forward 
to? 




SOLUTION TO MANPOWER SHORTAGE 

Up In Jefferson county, WlsT,"tdwh"and"clty 
dwellers have adopted a slogan: "No crop lost 
through lack of labor." And they are pro- 
ceeding to make that slogan a reality. 

The county's 3,000 Xarmera are receiving 
volunteer help from many more than that 
number of volunteer "hired men" who won't 
take a cent for their work. Borne of them 
are a little soft and some ore a trifle slow, 
but they are all willing. And, organized by 
colleges and county agents and business 
clubs, they're getting the harvest in. 

It Is encouraging to hear about the Jeffer- 
son county citizens after reading too many 
stories, in this labor-short year, of townsfolk 
who are indifferent and farmers who don't 
want to be bothered by city help who eat 
more than they earn. 

For any communities who want to follow 
this excellent example, here Is a tip worth 
remembering: Most of the volunteer farm 
work In Jefferson county Is done In tho eve- 
'nlng. This allows the butcher and baker and 
corner druggist to carry on their business as 
usual, and also prevents their becoming ill 
from the combination of unaccustomed exer- 
tion and midday heat.

Regardless of Uislr own Ideas on 
compulsory unlonUm. and they have 
never committed themselves to this 
belief, they are promoting tha evil 
conspiracy of Ihe union bosses and 
the new denl party to establish un- 
ion membership ss a prerequisite to 
lawful employment in every occupa- 
tion and job throughout the land 
and lo deliver the entire people into 
tho control of utterly irresponsible 
orgonliatlons and of men who are, 
In many cases, scoundrels of the 
most violent and cynical type. 

There would b* some hope for -w 
tho citizens in a nationwide, ccn-f « 
cer»d refusal to pay dues-thl sit- W 
down in reverse, directed against the 
unions. If enough workers were to 
refuse to pay. tho union power eould 
be broken and ths government's 
conspiracy against the people de- 
feated.

In some respects 
gilder and psra- 
troop attacks on 
the night of tho 
invasion did not 
accomplish as 
much as had been 
hoped for. That 
slowed down the 
start In somi 
nor respects. 

Also terrain In 
eastern Sicily 
proved more difficult than had been 
anticipated. Small German detach- 
ments wert able to block mountain 
roads. One well-plsced mine could 
make a hole thst not even a jeep 
could get throuih. When some of 
us traveled, over these mountain, 
roads we hid. t» mike difficult de- 
tours that to trucks and heavler 
equlnment were simply impassible. 
Bo although our forces were far su- 
perior in numbers, they eould not 
get through the broken passes with- 
out long delays. That contributed 
to the iscaps of ' more Qerman 
troops from Sicily than ws had ex- 
pected to permit. 

Nevertheless wi are turning our 
runs on Italy now,- The delay was 
slight. On the whole the casual Uss 
wire far less thin, hud been esti- 
mated so that our troops are still 
able to go ahead. 

Although the war as a whole may 
not be over for quite some time parts 
of it may end suddenly. No one wants 
to sponsor unjustified optimism. As 
James T. Byrnes, director of the of- 
fice of war mobilisation warns' us, 
we must, be prepared for hard bat- 
tles yet. ' 

We could well make a distinction. 
It Is as dangerous to make all 
plans In anuelpaUop of a long war 
as It Is to make them all In expec- 
tation of i short one. On tne mill-, 
ttry side we mutt be prepared for 
lent resistance by Oermany. That is 
the only safe policy, 

But on the political side we must 
be prepared for a sudden collapse 
of. the axis. We cannot afford to 
be caught so ludicrously unprepared 
politically as we were -when Musso- 
lini resigned. His retirement 1 wu to 
unexpected that high allied officials 
refused to believe .the first .reports, 
thinking possibly our own psycho- 
logical warfare broadcasts ' were 
eehemg back out ot Italy.

CARE OF YOUR' 

CHILDREN 



By AN QUO PAT HI 

-What do you think a mother 
ought to teach her child before he 
enters school?" 

Much that would be helpful ._ 
teachers in beginners' classes. Pint, 
please, train them to speak their 
names clearly, tell their ages, fa- 
thers names, addresses and tele- 
phone numbers. To make certain 
about tho two last named requi- 
sites, print clearly on tapes and sen 
them into at least two pockets. 

Teach children to put on and take 
off their outer garments without 
delay or fuss, hong them properly, 
and fasten their rubbers together 
with a little clothespin carried In 
their coot pockets. Teach them to 
help themselves In the bathroom, 
and wash their hands before leaving. 
Teach them also to use paper hand- 
kerchlefa, and to refrain from bor- 
rowing one under any circumstance. 
Bhow them the way to school and 
home again. Moke certain they know 
it, even If they go by bus. Emer- 
gencies are situations we do not ex- 
pect to arise of course, but It Is well 
to know that a child can walk home 
it need be. 

Teach them to be friendly, cooper- 
ative and trustful where teachers 
aro concerned, so that children will 
willingly go along with their in- 
structors In school routine. Teach 
them that nurses and doctors are 
their friends and want to help them. 
Teach children by experience to 
open their mouths wide, say *Ah" 
on request, and then smile whenever 
they oblige. These are little things 
easily taught at home, but to the 
teacher and the child they are big 
things In school life. Their acquire- 



ment makes all tho difference In 
the world between success and dif- 
ficulty. ' 
The chnd'who forgets his- or her 
ame and address in time of trouble 
Is In a bad way. Instead of being 

E laced promptly and happily, there 
i anxiety and delay and finally 
panic, and the child Is burdened 
with an unhappy experience. Chil- 
dren who scream at the sight of a 
nurse or doctor are not going to 
help themselves. Tho doctor and 
nurse are busy, and time 1* precious. 
They cannot stop to train a child to 
accept care. Small blame to them 
If they mutter, -spoiled,'' "neurotic," 
"hysterical," or some other equally 
unpleasant thought, and go their 
way. 

Any mother can teach a child 
these uieful ichool manners while 
ehe goes about her dally duties. They 
do not require formal teaching, but 
a steady practice at opportune times. 
They will prove more helpful to the 
progress of the child In school than 
reading lessons that are so often 
attempted at home. Leave formal 
Instruction tn the three R's to the 
trained teacher who can do the work 
better and with leas strain bn the 
child than the home instructor 
achieves. Put emphasis on the gen- 
eral Information and the helpful 
habits of self reliance.
